eral John C. Fremont will be greatly 
disappointed if congress fails to pass, 
the bill introduced by Representative 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania appropriating 
$50,000 to erect a statue to the 'memory 
of "the Pathfinder'' in the city of 
.Washington. 


The .monument project has been 


.talked about lor several years, and 
most of the newspapers of the country 
have at one time or another expressed 
themselves in favor of it. It is under- 
stood that President Roosevelt favors 
the measure. Behind the movement 
for a1 monument to General Fremont is 
a national organization known as the 
National Fremont association, 
with 


headquarters at PIttsburg. This or- 
ganization has been active in the proj- 
ect an^. has .urged congress to take ac- 
tion on the .bill. 


Los Angeles, long the home of Gen- 


eral Fremont and still the home of his 
aged widow, contains the only memo- 
rial ever erected to the general's mem- 
ory. It is a lofty shaft of metal on a 
granite base and adorn* one of the 
squares of that beautiful city. From 
the top of the shaft depends an orna- 
mental electric lamp of great power 
which Illuminates the entire park. 


This memorial was erected in 1S9G 


by the citizens of Los Angeles, who 
raised $30,000 for the purpose of build- 
ing the park: and erecting the memo- 
rial- 


General Fremont waa a native of 


Georgia and was born in 1813. He se- 
cured California to the Union by rais- 
ing the American flag there, and be 
signed the treaty for the same at Los 
Angeles .Tan. 13. 1847. He served long 
and honorably as military governor of 
and as United States senator from that 
state. He was also a major general in 
the United States army. 


General Fremont was the first presi- 


dential candidate of the Republican 
party, which was organized at Pitts- 


tue raciflc coast in 1840. before Zaeb- 
ary Taylor reached the Rio Grande, 
and rave him the chance to rtUe tho 
American flag in California at the bo> 
tfnnlug of the war with Mextco.

Sand aud 
salt spray driven for hours before a vio- 
lent wind act Ijke a gigantic sand blast, 
t-uting away with surprising rapidity 
tht layers of gravel and sand of whicb 
many projecting headlands are com 
posed.

HOTO it started no one could recall, but 
it was generally believed that a ra.jah 
had secreted a vast store of jjoms in 
the ruins during the mutiny. As he 
•\vas among the slain the gems still lay 
hidden where his own hands had 
placed them. 


A year after the mutiny had been 


quelled the government sent out :i 
searching party after this wealth. lu:t 
after spending a month among the 
ruins it gave up the quest. Then juoc- 
lamation was made offering: half to the 
finder, but no one came forward. Still 
later si syndicate was formed to prose 
cute the search, and a large sum ot 
money was spent without satisfactory 
results. Every English officer stationed 
at Indore had dreams of this treasure, 
said to be worth at least .$l,<MO,noo, 
and occasionally one got leave of ab- 
sence only to spend weeks in the 
search.

»f dollars In treasure was secreted by 
oatU-es during the mutiny, .and in uo 
Instance was a storehouse ever be- 
trayed to the British. The natives 
cither entered into possession or kept 
the secret. Wine had loosened the 
commissioner's tongue, and in con- 
tempt for his "niRKor" ho made no se- 
cret of his hopes and intentions.
